Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957 • 

In  one  way  it  has  "been  a  year  of  changes  for  we  have  to  note 
with  regret  Councillor  Walton* s  illness  and  the  consequent  chairing 
of  most  of  the  Health  Committee  Meetings  by  the  Vice  Chairman, 
Councillor  Kidd  Whitaker.  Then  in  February,  Mr.  Johnson  resigned 
as  Public  Health  Inspector  to  take  up  a  post  in  the  South.  In 
April  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Lofthouse  who,  by  the  time  this 
introduction  is  being  written,  has  become  well  established  in  the 
district. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  only  considerable  outbreaks  of 
illness  were  the  long  drawn  out  series  of  Measles  cases,  240  in  all, 
and  the  Influenza  epidemic  in  the  early  autumn.  The  latter  was  a 
share  in  the  nationwide  epidemic.  Influenza  not  being  notifiable 
it  is  impossible  to  state  the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  in 
Poulton-le-Fylde,  but  one  oan  say  that  while  some  temporary 
disruption  was  caused,  the  effects  were  not  severe  and  only  one 
death  was  attributed  to  this  cause.  The  Measles  outbreak  in  the 
Fylde  was  not  limited  to  Poulton.  1957  was  throughout  the  Fylde 
Division  a  "Measles  Year",  but  the  disease  though  affecting  many 
over  a  considerable  period  was  generally  mild  in  type. 

Vital  Statisticss- 


There  were  164  births  in  1957  against  130  in  1956,  the  Birth 
Rate  rising  accordingly  from  14*5  per  1,000  population  in  1956  to 
16.2  in  1957° 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  risen  this  year  from  8  per 
thousand  live  births  to  30.  The  actual  figures  for  deaths  were 
5  under  on  year  old,  and  three  under  1  month 

old.  Two  of  these  latter  were  due  to  Congenital  Malformation  of 
the  baby.  This  question  of  neo-natal  deaths  is  one  which  is  the 
subject  of  a  survey  being  conducted  in  the  Spring  of  1958  under  the 
auspices  of  The  Rational  Birthday  Trust  Fund. 

While  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  23  in  1957  and  23*8  in  1956  our  local  rate  of  8  in  1956 
compared  very  favourably  indeed  with  the  national  average,  whereas 
our  rate  of  30  in  1957  compares  somewhat  unfavourably.  Next  year 
it  may  well  swing  the  other  way  again.  When  dealing  with  small 
figures  which  have  to  be  brought  up  to  the  "rate  per  1,000"  these 
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"big  rises  and  falls  are  prone  to  occur.  Our  Death  Rate  (per  1,000 
population)  has  remained  pretty  constant  only  varying  between  12.2 
and  12.8  in  the  past  three  years. 

Poulton  continues  to  expand  as  a  popular  residential  area  and 
new  building  schemes  mostly  by  private  enterprise  are  going  ahead. 
When  the  new  sewage  disposal  arrangements  are  completed  and  working, 
expansion  can  continue  quite  happily, 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Lofthouse  for  his  enthusiasm  and 
personal  zeal  since  he  came  to  the  Health  Department.  Also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and 
support.

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and 
Wesham  Park  Hospitals,  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee^  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of 
the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee, 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool  is  used  for 
infectious  diseases  casess  tuberculosis  cases  use  the 
Elswick  Sanatorium,  and  the  smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth 
Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury,  which  is  under  the  management 
of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board.

A  great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  meat  inspection 
duties  during  the  years  and  to  ensure  the  inspection  of 
every  animal  it  was  necessary  for  your  inspector  to  be 
in  attendance  in  the  evenings,  and  at  weekends  in  addition 
to  normal  working  hours. 

Towards  the  close  of  1957  a  start  was  made  on  the 
inspection  of  sub-standard  houses,  and  a  small  Clearance 
Area  was  prepared;  it  is  hoped  that  more  of  this  work 
will  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Council's 
unfit  housing  scheme,  which  was  prepared  in  1955-  The 
variety  of  subjects  which  received  attention  are  shewn 
under  their  different  headings  in  the  report,  with 
details  of  the  numbers  of  inspections  carried  out;  much 
remains  to  be  done  and  constant  visiting  and  per si  stance 
are  required  to  achieve  improved  standards. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Dr.  C.  Robertson 
Wilson  for  guidance  and  help  during  my  first  year  at 
Poult  on- 1 e -Fy  1 de  and  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee.

A  weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  in  operations  refuse 
being  collected  by  one  vehicle  working  full  time,  and  by  a 
second  vehicle  working  2  days  per  week.  The  refuse  was  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Skippool  Marsh. 

Salvage,  in  the  form  of  waste  paper,  cardboard,  metals,  and 
rags  was  also  collected  and  was  sold. 

During  1957  approximately  3850  dustbins  were  emptied  every 
week,  the  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  for  the  year  being 
approximately  3900  tons.

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

The  Rent  Act,  1957  came  into  operation  during  the  year 
and  with  it  came  a  revised  procedure  for  issuing  Certificates 
of  Disrepair.
